No judicial acts in recent years have gone further in re- 


| ‘oring the faith of the American people in our courts than 


the recent decision of the United States Supreme Court in re- 
fusing to review the case brought by Dr. Lee De Forrest 
against the Radio Corporation of America in which the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals,at Philadelphia held that the 
radio corporation had violated'@ section of. the Clayton anti- 
trust act by requiring radio receiving set manufacturers to 
initially equip their sets with RCA tubes. 

But its ramifications are much broader than the sale of 
tubes. Station WTMJ at Milwaukee has already acted as a re- 
sult of the supreme court decision. Attorney Elisha Hanson, 


according to the United States Daily, has filed a motion with — 


the federal radio commission seeking to have assigned to this 
station the cleared channel of 870 kilocycles now occupied by 
station WENR, recently acquired by the National Broadcast- 
ing Co., and WLS, both in Chicago. 
The action of the supreme court, Mr. Hanson contends, 
. “makes illegal the further operation of station WENR by the 
National Broadcasting company under license of the com- 
mission.” Mr. Hanson asks the commission to take judicial 
notice of the fact that the license of WENR now is-held by the 
National Broadcasting Co., that the National Broadcasting 
Oo, in turn is a 100 per cent owned subsidiary of the Radio 
Corporation of America “and that the RCA now has been fin- 


ally adjudged guilty of an unlawful restraint and attempt 
at monopoly under the laws of the United States.” 

After receiving this broadside the radio commission went 
into a huddle with its legal advisers, the result.of which had 
not been announced as this is written. 

RCA and its subsidiary and associated companies hold 
néarly one-fourth of all radio licenses issued in this country 
for commercial and experimental purposes, exclusive of ama- 
teurs. 

Although Norman Baker, in his front page editorial in 
Thursday’s Free Press, quoted that section of the radio law 
which places the trust “in a hole,” we repeat a part here. 
Section 13 of the radio act relates to the forfeiture of licenses 
for broadcasting or communications by any companies or 
their subsidiaries which have been “finally adjudged guilty” 
(as in the De Forrest vs RCA case) by a federal court of “un- 
lawfully monopolizing or attempting to unlawfully monopo- 
lize’ radio communication, directly or indirectly, “through 
the control of the manufacture or sale of radié apparatus, 
through exclusive traffic arrangements or by other means or 
to have been using unfair methods of competition.” 

RCA has contended that this provision relates only to 
crinjnal guilt whereas the De Horrest case was a civil pro- 
ceeding, and it also contends that the section is unconstitu- 
tional, Opponents of the trust have repeatedly asserted that 
the provisions of the section are applicable to any adjudica- 
tion under the anti-monopoly laws, which was also the view 
of the federal court of appeals and the United States supreme 
court. 

It has also been brought out that the adverse decisions of 
the lower courts, adverse for RCA, have resulted in seven- 
teen different radio manufacturers filing suits against the 
corporation for nearly fifty niillion dollars, 


Now again note that the Radio corporation declares that 
the law refers only to civil cases. Let’s see what section 15 
declares: 

“All laws of the United States relating to unlawful restraint 
and monopolies and to combinations, contracts or agreements 
in restraint of trade are hereby declared to be applicable to 
the manufacture and sale of and to trade in radio apparatus 
and devices entering into or affecting interstate or foreign 
commerce and to interstate or foreign radio contmunications. 
Whenever, in any suit, action or proceeding, CIVIL or CRIM- 
INAL, brought under the provisions of any of said laws or in 
any proceedings brought to enforce or review findings of the 
Federal Trade Commission or OTHER GOVERNMENTAL 
AGENCY, in respect to any matters as to which said com- 
mission or other governmental agency is by law authorized 
to act, if any licensee is‘found guilty of the violations of the 
provisions of such laws.or any of them, the license shall be 
revoked.” 

Those are pretty plain words. Whoever was responsible for 
that section did a good job in anticipating any possible eva- 
sion although it is probable that an attempt will be made nev- 
ertheless and in the meantime the stations will operate pend- 
ing some further court action. 

However, the fact remains that the law is explicit and that 
the Radio Corporation of America has been found guilty. 
This is proved beyond a doubt on the merits of the De For- 
rest case and the court decisions in connection therewith. 

Once again in our opinion the pioneering of Norman Baker 
in his efforts to uphold the rights of the public has been vin- 
dicated. Fighting almost single-handed at the beginning, he 
is now being aided for various reasons by interests which, in 
the aggregate, are almost as powerful as is the Radio Corpor- 
ation of America itself. The monopolistic interests have of- 


ten been able to flout individuals but when they carry their 
grasping methods so far as to defy a large proportion of the 
radio industry, and its allied interests, they are finding them- 
sélves in hot water which, hot as it is, promises to have a stea- 
dily rising temperature until this @ntire radio question is 
placed on a basis of something like equality so that the inde- 
pendent station will be fully protected in all its rights. 
Nothing has happened that will serve better to reopen the 
entire question than the supreme court’s refusal to review the 


RCA case. It will bring the whole problem before the people, } 


and with the people once aroused congress. cannot continue 
to ignore the many injustices that have been practiced in the 
radio industry.

Confidence naturally comes with 
repeated or widened ..and...varied 
experience, by resolutely adapting 
ourselves to new ideas, new tasks, 
new situations.

One who knew Chicago only in 
the days when the Art Institute, 
with its lions, was a thing to brag 
about, wouldn’t recognize it now. 
I have watched it change through 
the years until I hardly know it 
myself. Chicago is almost the only 
city I know which has clung firmly 
to a magnificent building plan. The 
dirt of the old. days, and the gun- 
men of the new, have had no effect 
on Chicago’s steadily growing beau- 
ty. Its parks, drives and buildings 
are achievements. Viewed from the 
steps of the great Field Museum, the 
skyline of Chicago, across a gor- 
geous foreground, is as striking, in 
its way, as the famed skyline of New 
York.

New York, for some reason, gives 
you an impression of power. Chicago 


gives you a sense of vastness. New 
York is of necessity comnact. Chi- 
cago has unlimited room to spread.

Its outer drive 
stretches for miles along the lake. 


The builcings for the Chicago 
World’s Fair will stretch along the 
lake-front, south from the Field 
Museum and municipal stadium to 
33rd street, a distance of about 
twenty blocks, and the blocks run- 
ning north and south are long. Al- 
ready they have partially completed 
a couple of buildings, which truth 
compels me to state appear far from 
beautiful. They may look better 
when finished. I know they will 
have one striking and gorgeous edi- 
fice—the reproduction of the Nun- 
nery at Uxmal.

Some of the taxis have in them lit- 
tle moving advertising signs, geared 
to some part of the mechanism of 
the car. 


In the agricultural division of 
Chicago’s 1933 World’s Fair. 
Thomas Edison and Henry Ford 
have contracted for space to house 
an exhibit showing the process of 
extracting rubber from goldenrod. 
Moreover, they propose to show 
forty-two separate varieties of 
goldenrod in a field adjoining the 
flower exhibit, which, it seems to 
me, will be great news for all suf- 
ferers from hay fever. I even have 
been wondering whether hay -fever 
addicts would take a chance on put- 
ting goldenrod tires on their auto- 
mobiles, but perhaps the process 
extracts the disease with the rub- 
ber.

The following hand shows how 
all systems of Contract bidding are 
apt to produce the same _ result 
when both partners. are very 
strong. (The cards of South, Deal- 
er, and North are given; obvious- 
ly the cards of the adversaries are 
unimportant.) 

The hand was played at a large 
number of tables in a Duplicate 
Contract game. At one table, South 
bid three Spades, North bid five, 
South six and North seven. At an-

other table, South bid one Spade, 


North three Diamonds. South 
Hearts. North four Spades, 8 
five, North six and South seven 
Spades. At quite a number of 
tables South bid two Spades, North 
four, South five, North six and 
South seven Spades. But the saf- 
est route to reach the grand slam 
was by the artificial two-Club bid. 
South two Clubs, North two No 
Trumps, South three Spades, and 
North being quite sure that the 


‘| choice to be afforded him was be- 


tween Spades and Clubs (although 
as a matter of fact it was between 
Spades and Hearts), and knowing 
that South had eight tricks and he 
at least four, bid six Spades, after 
which South unhesitatingly bid 
seven. 

The only danger about bidding 
two Clubs with this hand would be 
that it presumably would result in 
giving North a choice between 
Spades and Hearts, and it is a bit 
dangerous to offer a choice when 
one suit in the hand is much 
stronger than the other. The two- 
Club bid, however, is valuable be- 
cause it will show whether North 
has an Ace and a King; but in this 
tase after it has produced that in- 
formation, South, with no Dia- 
monds, is perplexed as to the value 
to him of the knowledge he has 
gathered because North’s Ace and 
King may both be in Diamonds and 
useless to South. However, the ar- 
tificial two-Club bid is apt to pro- 
duce great accuracy in the bidding 
of slams.

Whip one 
cup of heavy cream and either fold 
all into the apricot mixture, or fold 
in part and save the rest of the 





whipped cream to serve on top of

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the pudding. Flavor the whipped 
cream for the top to taste with 
sugar and vanilla. Serve at once. 
A small quantity of gelatin added 
to this kind of fruit whip will keep 
it light and fluffy several hours. 
Soften one teaspoon of gelatin in 
one tablespoon of cold water add to 
the cup of hot fruit pulp and stir 
until the gelatin is dissolved. Com- 
bine this with the egg whites. 


Baked Prune Whip 
Prepare prune pulp from one-half 
pound of dried prunes. Heat the 
prune pulp with one-half cup sugar 
and fold the hot mixture into the 
stiffly beaten whites of five eggs. 
Add one tablespoon or more of 
lemon juice and flavor the whip 
mixture to tast> with vanilla or 
almond extract. Bake in a butter- 
ed dish in a very slow oven for one 
hour. Serve with whipped cream.

Ruins of Quarry and 
- Eime' Kilns All - 
That Remain 


From a prosperous village of 
gome 2000 inhabitants to a rural 
community of half a dozen farm 

. is the fate of Lime City, 
about six north of Wilton 
Junction on way No. 38. In the 
bygone days lime kilns bleached 
fn: their smoke and fire day and 

a huge stone’ crusher broke 
the solitude of what was then prac- 
tically a wilderness, by its almost 
constant rumble, and trains thund- 
eted into the village bearing sup- 
plies and out again laden with com- 
mercial lime building rock. 

Today a few mounds overgrown 
by verdant grass, piles of napee 
“which commenced: in: 1892, Lime 
kilns once stood, and deep gashes 
in the earth’s surface where the 
stone quarry was located are all 
that is left in the peaceful valley 
where once 500 men were given 
steady employment removing rock 
and tending the kilns. No trails 
pass through there now, and Sugar 
Creek, from which the product. got 
its name, flows peacefully. onward 
toward the river, past pastures 
green with growing grass and hardy 
trees which have sprouted: since 
the last workman shouldered his 
kit and sought the centers of in- 
dustry for: another job. 

In the heyday of its existence, 
which’ commenced in 1892, Iime 
City was one of the most prosper- 
ous Villages in this section of Iowa. 
Sugar Creek Lime was known from 
coast to coast. Two daily trains 
conveyed the lime and building rock 
out of the village and it was shipped 
to dealers from Portland, Me., to 
San Francisco, Calif. More than 
80 carloads of building yock, 20 car- 
loads of commercial lime and 10 


shipped out daily during the busy 
season. In addition more than 100 
carloads of wood and other supplies 
were shipped into Lime City daily. 

The wood, much of it shipped 
from the saw mills in Muscatine, 
‘was used in the lime kilns. Efforts 
were made.at one time to burn oil 
in the kilns, but this proved un- 
satisfactory. The dense . fo 
which covered the district at that 
time, were cut down and used for 
fuel. 

A few of the men employed in 
the lime kilns or rock quarry re- 
main in the vicinity of Lime City 
today. One of Mee dl is Ed Proc-

perature of 98 de 
grees, farinheit, for two weeks. The 
fireS-were kept burning day and 
night, the heat oving the flint 
so the lime could ‘be pulverized and 
used for commercial purposes. It 
was then placed in containers until 
the process of air-slaking had been 
finished. At first the lime was 
placed in wooden barrels, but later 
experiments proved that paper 
sacks were the best containers for 
the un-slaked product. 

About 1904 cement began to be 
used extensively for building pur- 
poses. This product needed no 
skilled labor for its placement. Al- 
most anyone could build the molds, 
mix the cement and pour it. 

Stone working,.on the other hand 
was a highly skilled occupation. 
Few men can make an attractive 
looking stone building and the cost 
of erecting such a structure is 
enormous as compared to one in 
which cement is used. ‘Therefore, 
the use of building rock was grad- 
ually reduced and Lime City today 
is only a name.

HOOVER PLANS 
ATTACK ON HIS 
POLITICAL FOES 


Cabinet Members to 
“Go on. Air’ in 
His Behalf

WASHINGTON — (INS) — A 
sweeping defense of Hoover policies, 
all down the line, will be launched 
tomorrow on a national scale, with 
members of President Hoover's cabi- 
net bearing the brunt of the under- 
taking. 


Criticized by the democrats, 
Plagued by frequent thrusts from 
the republican progressives, the ad- 
ministration “best minds” have de- 
cided upon a general offensive to 
convince the country that hard as 
the times are they would have been 
still more difficult but for the poli- 
cies inaugurated and carried out 
under Mr. Hoover’s direction. 

Tomorrow 

Nine of the ten members of the 
cabinet will go on the air in the next 
few weeks to present. various phas- 
es of administration activity. The: 
addresses will be broadcast on 
national hook-up of radio stations 
over the Columbia chain, with sec- 
retary.of the interior Wilbur lead- 
ing off tomorrow night. 

Wilbur will be followed successive- 
ly by attorney general Mitchell, sec- 
retary of the treasury Mellon, secre- 
tary of war Hurley, postmaster gen- 
eral Brown, Secretary of the navy 
Adams, secretary: of agriculture 
Hyde, secretary of commerce La- 
mont, and secretary of labor Doak. 
Only secretary of state Stimson is 
missing from the lineup, and_it is 
probable he will be drawn the 
program before it is concluded. 

In political quarters here, the 
cabinet offensive is regarded as real- 
ly marking the beginning of the 
Hoover campaign of 1932, which has 
for its objective, of course, the re- 
nomination” and re-election of the 
president. It furnishes a sort o7 
prelude to the speaking tour which 
Mr. Hoover himself will make in 
Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, next 
month. 

‘Stung to Action 

All of the departments have been 
made targets for criticism by the 
democrats and insurgent republi- 
cans in one way or another.
